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CITY IMPROVEMENTS 


A bylaw te at present before the 
City Council to provide for the In- 
troduction of a frontage tax for public 
MMHprovemepts It appears to The 
Hierald that the time has arrived 
when such a Measure ts highly de- 
sirable Already the residents of one 
important section of the city have ex- 
pressed their willingness to be brought 
wnder such a system in regard to the 
eonetruction of a boulevard. It is not 
connidered advisable to charge the 
whole cort of any iMprovernent against 
the property adjacent to tt, but it te 
believed that @ majority of the rate- 
payere will recognize the justice and 
expediency of dividing the cost equally 
Between the city treasury and the pri» 
vate property Interested, It ts impos» 
wible in the present state of the etty’s 
finances to build sidewalks and bou- 
devards, or jay fown sewers, opposite 
every man's door at the general ex- 
pense, but if the civic treasury were 
ealled on to put up only half the cost, 
tnetead of the whole thing, It ts evt- 
@ent that much more ex'ensive im- 
provements can be made than would 
be otherwise poratble. 

There is nothing, we believe, com- 
puleory about the proposed bylaw 
Tt leaves it to a two-thirds majority 
ef the residents, who ™ust represent 
at least half the property affected 
to petition the Council for improve- 
Ments under the frontage t' x system 
The work, be it sidewalks, sewers or 
Doulevards, is done by the City under 
the direction of ite city engineer, and 
half the cost charged against the re- 
epective lote upon which the Improve- 
Ments front. The amount being 
spread over a ter™ of five, ten or ore 
years as may be agreed on 

The only objection heard #0 far 
against the frontage tax ts that it i 
unfeir—that the majority of the rate- 
payers have already got sidewalks.etc., 
built at the general expense, while 
those who have paid taxes and got no 
IMprovements will be called on to pay 
half the cost of any future improve- 
ments. In reply to this” it May be 
pointed out that sidewalks laid years 
ago will require repairing, and in 
Many cases renewing, and that the 
eost of this will have to be borne pro- 
portionately by the adjacent property 
owners. Moreover, if the principle of 
the frontage tax ise a right and neces- 
sary one, as nearly all large cities 
have found it to be, it might as well 
be adopted at once as tater on, for 
the argument of unfairness will be as 
applicable ten years from now as it is 
at present. Under the present system 
there will always be somebody left 
without sidewalks an@ sewers, for 
the City cannot possibly put improve- 
ments everywhere, while under the 
frontage tax scheme there is practical- 
by no limit to the public improvement 
that May be accomplished. 

Once the frontage system 4s adopted 
it should be appiled impartially to all 
future improvements and no excep- 
tions made. The bylaw should be 
made to cover all new improvements 
and not even aldermen allowed to 
have sidewalks built to their doors 
unless they contribute half the cost.

CONSOLIDATION OF THE -EMPIRE. 


At the last meeting of the Mont- 
rea! board of trade, the following 
resolutions were submitted from the 
council of the boardand passed by & 
majority of forty votes to thirty- 
two: 

Whereas, in the opinion of this 
congress the time has arrived when 
Great Britain, her colonies and de 
pendencies, should take united action 
for the adoption of all measures con- 
ducive to the strength, progress and 
permanent solidarity of the Empire, 
and 

Whereas it is generally recogniz 
ed that the colonies should contribute 
tewards the cost of the mavai and 
military defence of the empire and 
further that an advantageous com- 
mercial bond is one of the strongest 
Minks in rational unity, and that the 
maintenance and strengthening of 
trade is the keystone of a nation's 
successful development; 

Therefore be it resolved, That in 
the opinion of this congress the 
bonds of the British Empire wou'd 
be materially strengthened and the 
union of the various parts of Her 
Majestys dominions greatly consol! 
dated, 

(a) By the colonies contributing 
towards the naval and militafy de- 
fence of the Empire; 

(b>) By the adoption of a commer 
clal arrangement that while con- 
serving the present freedom of action 
as to the fiscal policies mort suitable 
to the geographical conditions and 
diversified interests of the individual 
countries composing the Empire wil! 
provide for the Imposition of a& 


> moderate special ad valorem duty on 


importation from foreign countries 
to be 1 vied unifurmly by all parts of 
the British empire, thus, not only pro 
viding revenue for joint Imper alre 
spon-iliiities, but also inaugurating 
a policy of mutual benefit whereby 
each component part of the Empire 
would receive ap advantage in trades
